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STATE INCOME TAX INCREASE 
BILL SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


“Fine Piece of Legislation,” Caulfield Com- 
ments—Measure for 1 to 4 Pct.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16.— 
Gov. Caulfield today signed the in- 
come tax increase bill passed by 
the Missouri General Assembly 
after one of the longest legislative 
deadlocks on record. | 

In affixing his signature’ the 
Governor said the bill was a “fine 
Piece, of legislation in which the 
General Assembly ably performed 
a difficult task.” 

“It is an exhibition of legislative 
ability rarely if ever equaled in any 
General Assembly,” he declared. 

The bill fixes the jncome_ tax 
rates at from 1 per cent to 4 per 
cent in various classifications, and 
is expected to bring in about $65,- 
500,000 additional each year after 
it goes into effect. The increased 
revenues will be spent for improve- 
ment of the educational and elee- 
mosynary institutions.

Rates’ in the bill were reduced 
materially under those recommend- 
ed by the State Survey Commission, 
and those finally adopted were a 
result of an agreement between the 
factions in the Senate after a 14- 
day deadlock. Gov. Caulfield was 
instrumental in preparing the rate 
schedule agreed upon. 


The bill will not take effect un- 
til 90 days after the adjournment of 
the Legislature, or about Sept. 1. 
So little increased revenue can be 
anticipated from this year’s in- 
comes. 


The Governor also signed the bill 
restricting the length of single ve- 
hicles on Missouri highways to 33 
feet, and any combination of cou- 
pled vehicles to 38 feet, and 
measures making small changes in 
St. 
Louis Criminal Court administra- 
tive, procedure. 


BERLIN’S 7-FOOT 
MAYOR IS TARGET 
FOR CARTOONISTS 
Columnists and Spring Poets 


Find Food for Mirth in 
New Executive. 


BERLIN, April 16.—If cartoons 
and wisecracks connote popularity, 
Berlin’s new Lord Mayor, Heinrich 
Sahm, with his height of seven 
feet and one inch, should become 


one of the best known municipal 
executives in Europe during his 
12-year term. 

His stature has been cartooned 
in every possible pose, columnists 
find that jokes at the expense of 
his size are much appreciated and 
spring rhymsters, otherwise devot- 
ed to love sonnets, have discovered 
he is one of:.the best subjects for 
lyrics. 

To those of Berlin’s population 
who keep looking back on the 
days of the monarchy, Sahm is a 
welocme reminder of the age of, 
Frederick the Great, whose Pots- 
dam guards were made up entirely 
of men measuring better than six 
feet. To Nationalists he recalls 
the time when the bulky stature 
of Chancellor Bismarck was some- 
thing to be proud of. To Repub- 
licans of today Sahm is a worthy 
companion to Germany’s President, 
Von Hindenburg, who, though 
reaching only to Sahm’s nose, is 
much heavier set than the new 
Mayor. 

From the go-getters of Berlin, 
who consider the adoption of 
American ideas as the highest goal 
for the German metropolis, come 
the jubilant cry, “We now have an 
Inele Sam (Sahm) just like the 
United States.” Others in search 
of a truly German expression be- 
lieve they have found an ideal 
nickname in ‘Heinrich der 
Lange” (Henry the Long). 

Sahm was elected to succeed Gus- 
tav Boess, who resigned after 
charges of irregularities had been 
made against city departments. The 
new Mayor was formerly Presi- 
dent of the Free State of.Danzig.

Monarch’s Ship Expected to Reach 
Quarantine Tonight, Setting 
New Crossing Record.

VICTORIA, B. C., April 16.— 
The King of Siam will arrive*here 
tonight with Queen Rambhai 
aboard the Empress of Japan. A 
message from the liner said the 
King was slightly ill and plans for 
entertainment here were canceled. 

The Empress of Japan probably 
will reach quarantine at 7:30 
o'clock tonight, which would es- 


tablish a new trans-Pacific 
record crossing of seven days, 
19 hours. clipping approximately 


eight hours from the ship’s record, 


of eight days, 3 hours and 28 min- 
utes. 
tomorrow. 

The pair are traveling incognito 
as the Prince and Princess of Suk- 
hothai on aéeé “yisit to the United 
States in which King Prajadhipok 
seeks to regain his normal eye- 
sight by removal of a cataract. 
They will travel in private railway 
cars by way of Minnesota’s twin 
cities and Chicago to New York, 
where they probably will arrive 
April 22. 

For two days the King will dis- 
card his incognito in Washington 
to be received as the absolute ruler 
of a territory.as large as Spain 
and Portugal combined, with 11,- 
000,000 subjects, but at the King's 
request all pomp will be omitted. 

A tentative program including a 
visit to the White House by the 
King on his arrival in Washington, 
a return call by President Hoover 
and a state banquet at the White 
House has peen submitted by the 
State Department.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—The 
American gunboat Sacramento to- 
day was ordered to proceed to 
Bluefields, Nicaragua, following 
receipt of @ telegram from Ameéri- 
can Consul Rowe att hat point that 
insurgents had attacked the town 
of Rama, 60 miles northwest of 
Bluefields. 

The Sacramento was on its way 
from the Canal Zone to Puerto Ca- 
bezas the Navy Department or- 
dered it to change its course for 
Bluefields 14 miles south of Puer- 
to Cabezas. 

The attack’ on a Rama, a town 
on the Escondido River, was tak- 
en to indicate that the Nicaraguan 
insurgents had shifted their threat 
of operations to the south. 

It was emphasized that the di- 
version of the Sacramento to Blue- 
fields was merely a measure of pre- 
caution. 


Marine Planes Drop 14 Bombs at 
Cabo Gracias a Dios.

PUERTO CABEZAS, Nicaragua, 
April 16.—Nicaraguan insurgents, 
after attacking and capturing Cabo 
Gracias a Dios, in the extreme 
northeastern corner of the country, 
yesterday, are thought today to 
have fled from the village after 
looting it of a large quantity of 
stores. 

Marine corps aviators, made sus- 
Picious by silence of the radio sta- 
tion there, flew over Cabo Gracias 
a Dios yesterday and were fired 
on. They dropped 14 bombs but 
could not determine the number of 
casualties. ‘They said the insur- 
gents appeared to be shoving off 
in small boats loaded with loot. 

The insurgents attacked the lit- 
tle town about 2 a. m. and at least 
one of the Americans there, the 
Tropical Radio manager, Albert -C. 
Lester, from Texas, escaped to 
Puerto Cabezas. Other American 
residents include Albert and Edwin 
Fagot, New Orleans, and William 
J. Green, Allegheny, Pa., of whom 
no information has been received 
here. 

The insurgents burned some of 
the houses in the village. Their 
activities on the Atlantic coast 
have the appearance of a general 
offensive. Most of the American 
interests and investments in Nica- 
ragua are in this section. 

Apparently reliable reports say 
the Rev. Karl Bergener, Water- 
town, Wis., a Moravian missionary 
in the Prinzapolca district, has 
been killed by insurgents.

JUDGE REFUSES 
PROBATION PLEA 


Declares ‘‘Flagrant and 
Cynical Barter and Sale 
of Public Office” Cannot 
Be Condoned.

EVANSVILLE, Ind. April 16.— 


Convicted of accepting bribes for 
procuring postoffice appointments, 
Harry E. Rowbottom, former In- 
diana Congressman, must serve a 
year and a day in Leavenworth 
Federal penitentiary and pay a 
fine of $2000. 


A Federal Court jury which de- 
liberated two hours and five min- 
utes last night found that Row- 
bottom accepted $750 from Wal- 
ter-G. Ayer for appointment of a 
son, Gresham Ayer, as rural mail 
carrier at Rockport, Ind., and that 
he received $800 for procuring the 
Dale (Ind.) postmastership for §&. 
Grant Johnson. 

Rowbottom’'s attorneys indicated 
no appeal would be taken. At 
liberty under $10,000 bord, the 
former Congressman was ordered 
to report at Indianapolis next Mon- 
day to start his journey to the peni- 
tentiary. 

Convicted on Four Counts. 

The conviction, concluding a 
two-day trial, was on four counts 
of the indictment returned against 
him early this year. Similar sen- 
tences on each count will run con- 
currently. 

Rowbottom was acquitted on 
‘ four additional counts of bribery, 
and a charge of conspiracy was 
dismissed on motion of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Rowbottom’s attorneys tried un- 
successfully to obtain probation for 
the defendant, on the ground he 
is a weakling physically, that oth- 
ers involved in the deals were not 
indicted, and that he is not of the 
mental caliber usually associated 
with the office he held. 

Refusing the request, Speci) 
Judge Charles E. Woodward of 
Chicago said, “The Court cannot 
eondone the flagrant and cynical 
bafter and sale of public offices 
as disclosed by the evidence in this 
case. I do not deem it necessary 
to impose the extreme penalty, but 
the sentence must be of such a 
nature as to deter other Congress- 
men from such practices.” 

Rowbottom's Testimony. 

Testifying in his own defense, 
Rowbottom admitted having ac- 
cepted $750 from Walter G. Ayer, 
and having received $800 from 
Otto A. Weilbrenner, former Post- 
tnaster at Mount Vernon, Ind., but 
contended the money had been 
given to him to meet a deficit cre- 
ated by his losing campaign for re- 
election last fall, and not in ex- 

change for postal appointments. 

Reports that patronage in Row- 
bottom’s district was being sold 
first were carried to Washingto 
by Benjamin Huffman, district Re- 
publican chairman, who placed the 
matter before United States Sena- 
tors Watson and Arthur R. Robin- 
son. Subsequent: investigation by 
the Postoffice Department resulted 
in dismissal of four Postmasters 
and a rural mail carrier. Rowbot- 
tom’s indictment followed. :

RAGKETEER KING 
OF NEW YORK Su0l 
T0 DEATH IN CATE 


Guiseppe Masseria, Other- 
wise ‘‘Joe the Boss,” 
Killed in Obscure Little 
Coney Island Restaurant. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 16.—Giuseppe 
Masseria, otherwise “Joe the Boss,” 
described as an associate of “Scar- 
face Al’’ Capone and “the biggest 
racketeer of them all,” was shot to 
death as he sat thumbing a deck 
of cards in an obscure little Italian 
restaurant tn Coney Island last eve- 
ning. 

Joe lived in Harlem. He was a 
long way from home when he ar- 
rived at the Nuova Villa Tammaro 
in his armored car. It has not been 
ascertained whether he arrived 
alone or whether there were any 
other customers in the place. The 
proprietor was out for a walk, and 
the cook was in the kitchen, and 
neither knew a thing about the 
killing. 

An hour after Joe arrived there 
was a fusillade in the restaurant, 
and an automobile pulled away 
from the curb. 

Police found Joe, a card table 
overturned, and the cards strewn 
over the floor. His car was still 
outside where he had parked it, 
and not a great distance away was 
a second automobile in which were 
found several sawed-off shot guns. 
The feuds which Joe waged in 
New York have been so many, po- 
lice said, that anv one of a dozen 
enemies might have killed him. 
Capone is said to have warned him 
recently that some of his practices 
were dangerous for his health. 
Joe came to the United States in 
1903 whén he was 16 years old.’ He 
swaggered through the Mulberry 
Bend district for five years before 
his name got on a police blotter for 
a minor offense. From 19807 to 
1920 he was arrested several times 
for assault, extortion and burglary, 
and once he was sent away to Sing 
Sing for three years. 
Along about 1929

It is not given to me as yet 
to discuss whether Spaniards in 
the Americas should have repre- 
sentation in the Cortes. It is too 
premature to speak of this now, 
but when the moment comes the 
Government will study the ques- 
tion with interest. 

Our program is to elect a 
Cortes which, with complete 
sovereignty, should decide what 
the future policy of the Govern- 
ment of Spain shall be. All the 
acts of the Provisional Govern- 
ment will be submitted to the 
Cortes so elected by the peo- 
ple.

FX CONVICT WEBBE 
STRIKES SNAG WIT 
CUTIZENSHP PLEA 


Restoration of Civil Rights 
to Cuckoo Gangster Held 
Up by Governor for In- 
vestigation. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 16.— 
The application of Gus Webbe, no- 
torious Cuckoo gangster, for resto- 
ration of citizenship, signed by 12 
St. Louis members of the Législa- 
ture, struck a snag in Gov. Caul- 
field’s office today when a Post- 
Dispatch reporter inquired about 
the circumstances surrounding the 
restoring of Webbe to citizenship. 
Gov. Caulfield signed his ap- 
proval of the application yesterday 
az a matter of routine, upon rec- 
ommendation of the State Penal 
Board. “However,” the Governor 
said, “fortunately I still have the 
application here, and I will hold it 
up pending further investigation of 
Webbe’s career.”’ 

Webbe, now 24 years old, re- 
ceived two concurrent 10-year 
prison sentences April 6, 1924, for 
his part in the murders of Patrol- 
man Edward Griffin and John L. 
Surgant, a produce merchant. He 
was released from the penitentiary 
Feb. 6, 1930, under the _ seven- 
twelfths parole rule, providing a 


— 


reduction of five months each year 
for good behavior. 

Killed Officer at Roadhouse, 
Webbe was one of a party of 
Cuckoo gangsters who murdered 
Patrolman Griffin at a county 
roadhouse June 10, 1923, and later 
killed Surgant after the gangsters 
had commandeered Surgant’s auto- 
mobile to make their escape. 
“Dizzy” Daniels and Oliver Hamil- 
ton received life sentences for the 
murder of the.policeman. 

St. Louis members of the Legis- 
lature whose names appeared on 
Webbe’s petition for restoration of 
citizenship, which would restore 
his voting rights, were: ‘ 
Senators Frank B. Warner, Ed- 
ward Nolte and William F. Depel- 
heuer; Representatives Albert Hu- 
ber, Louis A. Riener, O. J. Papke, 
George W. Williams, Louis C. Hehl, 
Charles E. Schaeffer, Alvin A. 
Wolff, Jones H. Parker and Harry 
C. Praechter. 

One out-state Representative, W. 
P. Elmer of Salem, a lawyer with 
a large criminal practice in Dent 
County, also signed the petition. 
Other St. Louisans on Petition.

Found Here Riding in Auto. 

On Aug. 6, 1928, while Gus 
Webbe was thought to be in the 
| Missouri Reformatory at Boon- 
_ville—his sentences had been com- 
i'muted to that institution—police 
‘found him riding in an automo- 
| bile at Eighteenth street and Chou- 
| teau avenue with his brother, Tony. 
| Investigation developed § that he 
‘had been serving as personal chauf- 
|feur for C. M, Harrison, then su- 
| perintendent of the Reformatory, 
,and had driven Harrison to St. 
|Louis for the week-end. 

Subsequently Webbe was sent 
back to the penitentiary and his 
lawyers applied for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus before the Supreme 
Court in an effort to have him re- 
turned to the reformatory. The 
application was denied. 

Layman Burleson, Cuckoo gang 
member who téstified at the trial 
of Daniels, asserted that Webbe 
merely was present in the road- 
house when Griffin was killed and 
was in the automobile when other 
members Of the party killed Sur- 
gant. 


Sidener Urged Commutation. 
Howard Sidener, then Circuit 
| Attorney, and Adam Henry Jones, 
at that time Prosecuting Attorney 
of St. Louis County, recommended 
the commutation of Webbe’s sen- 
tence to Boonville, according to 
records, Sidener asserting Webbe 
was “the least guilty of all those 
connected with the case.” 

Eighteen months after being 
sent to the Reformatory, Webbe 
was arrested at his home, accused 
of a robbery near Collinsville, III. 
It was the first information the 
police had that he was at large. 

The robbery case, in which 
Wayne and Roscie Deahl, broth- 
ers, of Lincoln, Neb., asserted they 
were beaten and robbed of $300 by 
Webbe and Michael Jones, another 
Cuckoo gangster, was continued for 
six months and thén dropped when 
the prosecuting witnesses ‘refused 
to appear. Subsequently, Webbe’s 
parole was revoked and he was re- 
turned to the Reformatory, being 
transferred a short time later to 
the penitentiary.

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MARKIAM TELLS HOW 
TOAD MAN WITH HOE 


Poet Looks Forward to Co- 
operative Commonwealth 
Unemployment Insurance. 


“‘The Man With the Hoe,’ 
stands for th2 hundreds of mil- 
lions in the abyss of labor,” said 
Edwin Markham, reading his great 
poem yesterday at the City Club. 

“He has never come in contact 
with the hopes and dreams that 
make us men and not animals. He 
is not the intelligent working man 
but the brutalized toiler—in the 


abyss.” 

“The only thing that will bring 
him out of it is, first, to establish 
a broad liberal unemployment in- 
surance,” he told a reporter after 
the public lecture. “It’s not his 
fault that he’s out of work./ It’s up 
to the big boys to get together and 
devise a way to prevent it in the 
future. Otherwise we may have 
some ‘whirlwind of rebellion,’ and 
the big boys will fare badly. 

‘We should look forward final- 
ly to realization of the co-operative 
commonwealth—a vast system of 
co-operative industries in which 
the working men, including’ the 
masters and directors in industry, 
will own the machinery. This 
would prevent over-production,, for, 
when over-production began, the 
people would reduce the hours of 
labor. 

“That would help the ‘Man with 
the Hoe.’ The world would de- 
vote more time to education, and 
less to profit-making. It would 
be kinder to him, if nothing more.” 

Dr. Léppmann Warns Him. 

“You'd better look out,” smiled 
Dr. Gustave Lippmann, who, with 
others of the ‘‘Nuts’ Table’”—the 
intellectual division of the City 
Club—had gathered around the 
poet while he finished the lunch 
he had temporarily abandoned to 
speak. “You're a Bolshevik.” 

“T never bother what I am,” re- 
plied Markham. “While I like 
many things about Russia, there 
are Others which I don’t like; their 
campaign against religion, for ex- 
ample. The religion they had may 
have been pretty bad as an instru- 
ment of the Czars, but they have no 
reason to fight the simple religion 
of Jesus, the Carpenter.” 

“Would your ‘co-operative com- 
monwealth’ ever get rid of your 
slant-browed ‘Man with the Hoe’?” 
asked a skeptic. 

“It would practically get rid of 
him,’”” Markham maintained. ‘‘We'd 
breed him out of existence. With 
a better system of taking care of 
children and mothers, a good sys- 
tem of eugenics, we could ‘born’ 
better children, and by educating 
them in great thoughts we could 
finally break the clods of their 
minds, 

Not the Work of God. 

***Was this the thing God made?’ 

I ask in the poem, and I say no. 
When God makes a thing He makes 
it comparatively perfect; or at least 
He sows a good seed. If it falls 
in the right surroundings, it will 
develop to a high degree of. per- 
fection.”’ 
“I'm afraid you haven't had 
much peace for your luncheon,” 
apologized an officer of the club, 
as the guest, between questions, 
contrived to finish his lettuce, rye 
bread and buttermilk. 

“I’ve had something better than 
peace,’” smiled the gray-hearded 
poet—“the electric touch of my 
comrades.”

Diplomat’s Wife Provided for Home 
for Aged Married Women.

CHICAGO, April 16.—The will 
of Mrs. Suzanne King Bruwaert, 80 
years old, who left $2,500,000 for 
the establishment of a home here 
for aged married women, was up- 
held in court yesterday. 

Mrs. Bruwaert, who died in Uti- 
ca, N. Y., in 1928, while returning 
to Chicago from Paris, was the 
widow of Edward Bruwaert, 
French diplomat, to whom she was 
married while he was French Con- 
sul-General to the United States.

GARDNER MOTOR CO. 
SUED FOR RECEIVER 


Stockholder Alleges $861,000 
Loss in 1930 and Demands 
Accounting. 


‘Suit for a receiver was filed 
against the Gardner Motor Co. and 
its directors In Circuit Court today 
by Oliver T, Remmers, lawyer and 
chairman of the Election Board, 
who has owned 80 shares of the 
company’s stock since it was or- 
ganized. 

Remmers declared in the peti- 
tion that the company suffered a 
net loss of $861,000 last year and 
$430,000 in 1929. He asked that 
the company be enjoined from di- 
verting the business to channels 
other than the manufacture of au- 
tomobiles, which was abandoned 


several months ago, and that an 
accounting of assets be réquired. 
Judge Hartmann issued an or- 
der to show cause why a temporary 
receiver should not be appointed, 
returnable next Thursday. Having 
failed of its original purpose to 
make automobiles, Remmers’ suit 
declares, the company, instead of 
liquidating, has gone into the ware- 
house and airplane businesses. 


Last month it was announced the 
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company would retire from the 
motor car and airplane fields. 
Four. propositions were to have 
been submitted at @ stockholders 
meeting in New York on April 7, 
as follows: Abandonment of the 
automobile business; reduction of 
the par value of the 300,000 shares 
of capital stock from $1,500,000 to 
$300,000, so that cash dividends 
could be paid from the surplus; 
distribution among the stockhold- 
ers of the company’s 30,000 shares 
in the Detroit Aircraft Corporation 
and a cash distribution of 25 cents 
a share on the Gardner stock. 

Lack of a quorum prevented 
holding the meeting and a new one 
has not been called. Much of the 
stock is held in Wall street brokers’ 
names and this interfered with 
mustering the stockholders. 

The Gardner family began man- 
ufacturing buggies 49 years ago and 
developed one of the country’s 
largest buggy businesses. It turned 
to automobiles in 1915 but lately 
has found competition too difficult 
for a small, independent concern. 
Russell E. Gardner Jr. is president 
of the company and his brother 
Fred W. Gardner, vice president. 
They have become active partners 
in the brokerage firm of Reinholdt 
& Gardner. ‘

A year after his trial in Los 
Angeles, he was alleged in com- 
plaints filed here to have partici- 
pated in a party at a fashionable 
San Diego hotel in which Miss 
Nitto and Miss Livingston allegedly 
were procured for them through a 
“‘vice bazaar.”’ 

John P. Mills and Jesse Shreve, 
former business associates of Pan- 
tages, were alleged to have attend- 
ed the party with him and will be 
tried at the same time. William 
Jobelmann, Pantages’ former press 
agent, and Mrs. Olive Clark Day, 
accused of supplying the girls, com- 
plete the list of defendants. The 
defense offered no witnesses. 

Mills faces similar charges in 
Los Angeles in another case and 
Jobelmann and Mrs. Day are ac- 
cused there of operating a bureau 
in which young women were sup- 
plied to wealthy men. 

Pantages and his alleged asso- 
ciliates expressed dismay at the de- 
cision, but indicated they thought 
they possessed evidence which 
would win them acquittal. 

A chargé of criminal attack 
against Shreve was dropped be- 
cause Miss Livingston failed to tes- 
tify he attacked her, but he faces 
charges of conspiracy to violate the 
juvenile act.

The 
conference opened yesterday. 

Bishop Burleson is presiding at 
the conference, which is consider- 
ing domestic mission problems of 
the church in executive session. 
Plans will be outlined for the par- 
ticipation in the two weeks’ gen- 
eral convention of the church, 
which opens in Denver, Colo., 
Sept. 16. 

“Religion has become a popular 
subject of discussion.” Bishop Bur- 
leson observed, ‘“‘and many periodi- 
cals which never dwelt on the sub- 
ject are doing so now. It’s quite 
true that a great deal of this discus- 
sion is stupid, some of it superficial. 
but people don’t talk about things 
they aren’t interested in. 

“Mankind will always demand a 
way to find God. Religion is in- 
porn. And we who live in this 
modern age have many more reli- 
gious needs than were required of 
those who lived even a few decades 
ago.”’ 
“Church Must Keep Pace.” 

The church must keep pace with 
this modern age, Bishop Burleson 
said, presenting the “facts of re- 
ligion in a present day dress.”

Our New Resin Bills. 


T is not generally understood 
that there are two boxing bills 
before the Missouri Legislature, 
relating to the revision of the 


existing boxing statute. 


One is House Bill No. 260, in- 
troduced by Representative Ploe- 
ser. It provides for a change to 
15-round bouts and _ decisions, 
with two judges and a referee to 
hand down decisions, This is the 
bill that is favored by the com- 
mission. It has been passed by 
the House. 

The other measure is Senate 
Bill No. 118, introduced by Sen- 
ator Nolte, which has gone to its 
third reading, It provides for 15- 
round, decision fights only in 
case of a championship or in- 
ternational fight. It, too, pro- 
vides for two judges anda ref. 
eree to render decisions, 

This bill is not approved by 
the commission, which, we take 
it, favors decision bouts all the 
time and 15-round contests when- 
ever they may be deemed advan- 
tageous. 

Either bill will be an improve- 
ment over present conditions in 
two respects. Both make it pos- 
sible for championship even ¢ to 
be held here, and both offer re- 
lief from the present situation in 
which boxers do their stuff with- 
out ever finding out officially 
which is eo better mane 


What’s the ‘Idea? 


HE Missouri Boxing and 


Sted Bea Commission has a 
‘meticulously complete set of reg- 
ulations under which wrestlers 
are supposed to perform. Wh 
not serap them and write in the 
words: “Go as you please,” to 
cover the entire situation. 

Certainly wrestlers do as they 
Please and all but laugh at the 
referee. The referee warns the

SUBMARINE AND GRAF 
PLAN TO MEET AT POLE 


| Explore Wilkins Tells of 
Tentative Rendezvous Dis- 
cussed With Eckener. 


By SIR HUBERT WILKINS, 
(Copyright, 1931.) 

YONKERS, N. Y., April 16.—As 
one who has traversed the Arctic 
by air, I can readily envision the 
Graf Zeppelin, on which I traveled 
around the world, swooping out of 
the clouds aboye the North Pole, 
while we of the trans-polar subma- 
rine. Nautilus. stand there on the 
ice ready to help moor the great 
dirigible. As readily I can envision 
Dr. Eckener, in befurred Arctic 
garb climbing down the Graf's 
swaying ladder, and striding with 
gusto across the ice to clasp our 


hands. 

Having been aboard the Graf 
Zeppelin for many days, I have a 
high opinion—but a justifiable one, 
I believe—of Dr. Eckener’s ability 
to set out in the dirigible and bring 
her to a certain point at a certain 
hour. Indeed, I regard Dr. Eck- 
ener’s willingness to meet us at the 
pole as a splendid tribute to the 
soundness of our plan. 

A Hopeful Omen. 

As a scientist, he is familiar with 
the general design of the Nautilus 
and knows, as well, the special de- 
vices with which we hope to plio- 
neer our way under the ice to the 
pole. 

Unless he believed it reasonably 
certain that the Nautilus would ar- 
rive at the pole, and be waiting 
there to greet him, I do not think 
he would be willing to arrange a 
rendezvous. 

We talked the whole thing over 
when we last met, and he not only 
regards our Arctic trip as feasible, 
but entertains the greatest expecta- 
tion that it will be crowned with / 
success. 

The simultaneous flight of the’ 
Zeppelin to the top of the world/ 
holds this possibility, that in case 
we were to meet disaster, and per- 
haps be stranded in the vicinity of 
the pole, with only our emergency 
rations to sustain us, Dr. Eckener 
could bring us all off alive in the 
dirigible. 

While, of course, our scientific 
program does not depend on meet- 
ing Dr. Eckener at the pole, nev- 
ertheless we are happy to know 
that Dr. Eckener makes it possible 
for the Zeppelin to meet us. I can 
only say that it would give me a 
thrill unsurpassed since that day, 
at Point Barrow, Alaska, when I 
saw Lincoln Ellsworth and Roald 
Amundsen descend in the North 
after their famous flight across 
the pole from Spitzbergen. 

Venture Requires Financing. 

Dr. Eckener and I have arranged 
to establish contact at the pole first 
by wireless, and then, if necessary, 
by smoke bombs. In the Arctic 
summer, flying will be more dif- 
ficult and more hazardous than in 
any other season, because the 
clouds make aerial visibility poor. 

Both of us wert over all the de- 
tails as far as we could anticipate 
them and both agree that it is not 
only possible, but quite probable 
that we could meet at the pole, he 
traveling by air and myself and my 
aids traveling under the water in 
the Nautilus. 

It is not yet finally decided Dr. 
Eckener will make the voyage. He 
is willing and ready to do so, pro- 
vided the adventure ran be suitably 
financed. Both he and I have 
hopes that this can hbe arranged.

SENATOR COUZENS’ WARNING. 
Senator Couzens of Michigan, who for several 
years has béen urging the leaders of industry to 
readjust business so that employment may be sta- 
bilized and workers able and willing to work may 
be assured of living wages throughout the year, has 
issued a warning to business. He tells the business 
men that if they do not taks up and solve the ques- 
tion of unemployment, Congress will be forced to take 
measures for the regulation of business by pressure 
from the people. How far the regulation will be 
carried, although Senator Couzens predicts unemploy- 
ment insurance and old age pensions quickly, no one 
can foresee. 
The Senator’s warning is addressed to the meet- 
ing of the United States.Chamber of Commerce at 
Atlantic City, April 28 to May 1. He has gone to 
headquarters with his urgent call to action. He 
says that Congress will not act unless there is great 
need and pressure, but makes the point that industry 
itself has supplied the need, and prevailing condi- 
tions will supply the pressure from the people. He 
says the American people have exhibited great pa- 
tience in giving industry the opportunity to take

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Charity and “Ugly Doctrines.”

SN'T it a sad commentary on our 8y8- 

wee 

tem of charity—this struggle the Citi- 
zens’ Relief Committee is having to raise 
the paltry sum of $300,000? 

I listened carefully to the speechmak- 
ing at the Odeon. What did our leading 
citizens contribute to the problem of em- 
ployment—to the future of the 90,000 
now hunting jobs in this city? Absolute- 
ly nothing. 

One speaker warned us against “Fed- 
eral intervention’ if we didn’t loosen our 
purse strings. (He forgot that but for 
the overriding of the presidential veto 
of the veterans’ loan bill, St. Louis would 
have had to raise many times $300,000 to 
take care of the increased demand for 
help.) 

Then there was the speaker who 
told his audience that this sum was 
“cheap insurance against labor unrest, 
socialism and all those ugly doctrines 
associated with it.’ A third speaker 
thought a refusal to give was an indict- 
ment of all religions. 

All of the speakers without exception 
stuck firmly to the text—that of pleading, 
cajoling or threatening. Nothing was said 
about how long the miserly $300,000—if 

~ ralsed—would last, what was to be done 
when* the money was gone, and what 
would be the next move after rescuing 
the “‘Lord's poor’ from immediate star- 
vation and the rich from socialism and 
what not. Was there any suggestion of 
a concerted effort to get jobs for the 
90,000, to rehabilitate those who had 
lost everything in the maw of job hunt- 
ing—savings, homes, health and self- 
respect? There was not. 

But why should all this be necessary— 
the meetings, the pleadings, the threats? 
Why can’t the American people throw off 
the shackles of things as they are, take 
charity and so-called philanthropy out 
of the hands of chance and the realm 
of beggary and put them under govern- 
inental] control (Federal, state and city), 
along with employment exchanges, un- 
employment insurance and emergency 
public works? 

This may be socialism—I don’t know 
enough about socialism and such other 
“ugly doctrines” to say. But why 
shouldn’t a liberal newspaper like the 
Post-Dispatch -advocate such a forward 
step until the “best brains’ in the coun- 
try can get together and think up a bet- 
ter plan?

Senator Couzens, like many other intelligent Amer- 
icans, sees the signs of popular action in the pre- 
vailing conditions which have been much intensified 
of late. He knows there are vast quantities of 
necessary commodities and food on hand, and at the 
same time over 6,000,000 men and women able and 
willing to work are without work and on the edge 
of starvation. He knows these conditions cannot 
be continued or recur without an irresistible pop- 
ular demand to end them. He knows that if the 
leaders of business do not remedy the evils brought 
about by their management, that Congress will re- 
spond to the popular demand for some kind of legis- 
lation, and the adjustment will be taken out of their 
hands. 
The Post-Dispatch has pointed out that the fail- 
ures and evils of capitalism have been caused by 
the masters of capitalism who control the capitalistic 
system. It is they who have exercised the power 
which has brought the disastrous results from which 
we suffer. They ought to exercise their power 
to readjust industry and business to remedy these 
evils. They, as Senator Couzens declares, have 
created the need for readjustment and regulation. 
They should meet that need voluntarily, or they 
will be compelled to do it by legal compulsion. Sena- 
tor Couzens is a wealthy man and was for many years 
a successful manufacturer. He wants to save our 
economic system and avoid doubtful or more disas- 
trous experiments. He wants leaders of industry 
not only to demonstrate their ability to lead the 
world in production and profits, accumulating vast 
wealth, but to take the leadership in the readjust- 
ment of production and profitable operation so that

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MR. GEHNER TAKES HOLD. 

During the two years that remain to him in of- 
fice, Assessor Gehner proposes to formulate and ap- 
ply a plan for the equalization of St. Louis real estate 
assessments, thus seizing an opportunity to distin- 
guish himself and perform a truly distinctive service 
for the city. Except for his intention to hold neigh- | 
borhood meetings by school districts to discuss and 
compare assessments, Mr. Gehner is not ready to an- 
nounce the details of his plan. Presumably, when 
completed, it will be along the lines of systems adopt- 
ed in St. Paul, Cleveland, Detroit and other cities 
using scientific methods of arriving at valuation of 
real estate for assessment purposes, witb modifica- 
tions necessary to fit local conditions. A mine of 
material exists on this subject from which Mr. Gehn- 
er may pick and choose, and which will help to sim- 
plify the difficult task he has set for himself. 
We should like to applaud his suggestion for open 
discussion of assessment problems at neighborhood 
meetings. There is bitter feeling among St. Louls 
property owners at present because of assessment 
inequalities, and the meetings would give them an 
opportunity to air their grievances and to find out 
exactly how they stand in relation to other property 
owners. Bringing assessment methods into the light 
and informing taxpayers just how valuations on their 
property are calculated would be of inestimable value 
in creating public opinion for Mr. Gehner’s plan. It 
would also serve to do away with favoritism and 
discrimination. If property owners knew they were 
paying taxes on exactly the same basis as their neigh- 
bors, and the proposed meetings should establish that 
fact, an important civic purpose would be served. 
It has been calculated that uniform assessment of 
real estate at 65 per cent of sale value’ would yield 
more than $2,000,000 in additional revenue. The city 
is in need of more funds. It faces a deficit of per- 
haps $800,000 this year and a much larger one next 
year. Since the fiscal year 1919-20 it has had deficits 
in all but two years. Even with the strict economy 
program being forced upon city officials and depart- 
ments by Comptroller Nolte, the city is unable to live 
within its present income. This condition is attribut- 
able, at least in part, to the city’s growth and to the 
greater maintenance expenses involved by the build- 
ing of a new courthouse and other improvements 
under the 1923 bond. issue. 
Mr. Gehner holds the key to the situation, and we 
are glad to learn that he has decided to use it. 
What with the lawyers and the lady, Mr. Thomas- 
son will probably be able in a short time to put his 
estate in a hip flask.

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HELP FOR DESTITUTE CHILDREN. l 

In providing for public care of dependent, neglect- 
ed and needy children, St. Louis ranks near the bot- 
tom among American cities. After witnessing shame- 
ful conditions of neglect for several years due to in- 
adequate funds, friends of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians are making a strenuous effort to obtain an 
adequate budget from the city for the coming year. 
In the past year it has been necessary to curtail ad- 
vances for food and rent and to reduce allowances for 
care of children in foster homes, while the waiting 
list of widows and dependents has grown steadily. 
Many children have perforce been sent to institutions 
or returned to undesirable environments. 

To help remedy such conditions, an appropriation 
of $327,911 by the Board of Aldermen will be sought. 
This is an increase of $109,000 over last year’s inade- 
quate budget, and reflects the greater need. An al- 
dermanic committee which has been studying the sub- 
ject reports itself “in thorough accord” with the re- 
quest. But it is likely there will be opposition, as last ] 
year, when the budget sought was reduced by $14.- 
000. Whatever the city’s needs for economy, it should 
not skimp its humanitarian work when it is most 
required. With destitution widespread in the city, 
there ought to be no question about increasing the 
allowance for the child victims of our economic sit- ] 
uation. Deferring an increase until prosperity comes t 
would defeat the very purpose of the work.

The Social Challenge of Unemployment 


With nation depressed and crippled by economic crisis, drastic steps for relief are 
needed; $5,000,000,000 public works program, financed by bond issue, is sug- 
gested; increase in taxes for those who oppose plan would be small compared with 
benefits they would receive; justice to people demands action instead of lethargy.

From an Address by the Rev. Dr. John Ryan, Before the Missouri Conference for 
Social Welfare at St. Louis. 


Dr. Ryan is professor of industrial ethice 

and morai theology at Catholic University, 

Washington. 

HE condition of our industries today 
T may well be called the Nemesis of the 

capitalist system. That system has pro- 
ceeded on the theory that one does not 
need to care how much of the national 
income is converted into interest and 
profit and how little into wages. The as- 
sumption has been that indefinite amounts 
of interest and profits could find invest- 
ment in new capital instruments and that 
the indéfinitely increasing instruments of 
production could all be kept in continuoys 
operation. 

The question whether the indefinitely in- 
creasing amounts of products would all 
find purchasers never seems to have 
troubled the great majority of the masters 
of the capitalist system. Now when they 
realize that a large proportion of the goods 
which their plants are able to produce 
cannot be sold, they are simply bewildered. 


‘They do not know which way to turn. 


Can nothing be done to check the down- 
ward movement of industrial activity and 
employment and to begin a definite and 
sure movement upward? I believe that 
there is something definite that can and 
ought to be done. To make an effective 
impression upon our present unemploy- 
ment and to inaugurate any considerable 
movement toward a normal volume of in- 
dustrial activity, it would be necessary to 
provide for a program of public works 
costing upwards of $5,000,000,000. Suppose 
the expenditure of this sum on public enter- 
prises required two years; suppose that half 
went for wages and half for materials, and 
suppose that the average wage was $1250 
per year. On these @ppositions, 1,000,000 
persons would obtain employment for two 
years, while a considerably greater number 
would be réquired to produce the goods 
and the materials necessary. 


¥ * * 


At this time a year ago the President 
and business leaders were outdoing one 
another in confident prophecies that the 
depression would end in the late spring or 
early summer. Now that they’ realize the 
folly of definite predictions, they have dis- 
continued that pastime. Apparently they 
content themselves with thet hope that 
something will turn up for the better be- 
fore the end of the present year. The 
truth is, they have no definite economic 
fact or economic probability upon which 
to base any expectation that business con- 
ditions will notably improve between now 
and next January. Not one of them would 
risk 5 per cent of his income on a wager 
that the depression will not grow worse 
during the next six or eight months. 

One of the most discouraging facts of the 
time is the indifference of our comfortable 
classes toward all this suffering and all 
these evils, Their consciences seem to be 
undisturbed so long as they feel assured 
that no one is actually starving to death. 
Knowledge that the hundreds of thousands 
who must be kept alive through charity 
are going On short rations, are unable to 
live like human beings in this land of

classes cold and indifferent. This attitude 
is a devastating refutation of our compla- 
cent assumption that we are full of humane 
sentiments. We may be instinctively 
humane; we are not intelligently humane. 

The real reason our national administra- 
tion and our influential business men re- 
fuse to adopt the public works program 
is fear of heavier taxes. The attitude of 
our ex-President and of Our President on 
this subject is astonishing in its ineptitude 
and incompetence. Mr. Coolidge informed 
his readers a few weeks ago that the rich 
cannot be successfully taxed to help the 
poor. Taxes, he said, are collected by the 
rich from all the people; hence, higher 
taxes mean a higher cost of livjng, lower 
wages and more unemployment. In the 
message with which he accompanied his 
veto of the bill on behalf of the World War 
veterans, Mr. Hoover expressed sympathy 
with “‘the millions of hard working families 
in our country who .. .in the last analysis 
must bear the burden of increased Govern- 
ment aid and taxes.” 


A sufficient reply to Mr. Coolidge’s naive 
economics is to ask why the rich wait for 
the imposition of a tax in order to collect 
more revenues from the poor, if they can 
accomplish this as easily as he imagines. 
Both Mr, Coolidge and Mr. Hoover should 
know what is a commonplace among 
economists, that income taxes cannot be 
shifted. They stay where they are put; 
they are paid by those upon whom they 
are levied in the first instance. 

The taxes to be raised to pay interest ona 
$5,000,000,000 bond issue, should be im- 
posed exclusively upon receivers of large 
incomes. A flat increase of 2 per cent on 
all incomes of $10,000 and over would in 
1928 have yielded more than $250,000,000 
in excess of the amount actually collected. 
This is far more than would be required 
to provide interest on a bond issue of $5,- 
000,000,000. 

Not only the national administration but 


influential business men and a large num- 


ber of great newspapers have opposed or 
been cold toward the public works pro- 
gram. And they are all moved by the 
same factor, namely, the fear of higher 
income taxes. Their opposition is purely 
selfish, but it is not intelligently selfish. If 
& great program of public works should 
bring about, as it undoubtedly would, a 
considerable revival of business within a 
year, the majority of the large income 
receivers would thereby gain more than 
they would lose through the payment of 
higher taxes. 

A great program of public works is 
economically sound and is in accord with 
the principles of distributive justice. It is 
likewise a moral obligation resting upon 
the state. The economic and political bank- 
ruptcy of our industrial and political 
leaders is exposed in: their hopeless in- 
activity and bewilderment. Their moral 
bankruptcy is shown in their failure to 
fulfill the elementary obligation which re- 
quires those who have money or power or 
influence to use these goods to the utmost

Eleventh, southeast, 1619. 

Undoubtedly Republicans can 
find objections to this classifica- 
tion, as the calculation included the 
Republican landslide elections of 
1920 and 1928, which brought the 
Republican majoritie: to a higher 
mark than could be considered 
normal.

RED FLAG LAW BEFORE 
U.S. SUPREME COURT 


Case Based on Arrest of Sum- 
mer Camp Worker in 
California. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—The 


validity of the California red flag 
law was challenged and defended 
yesterday in the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

In 1929 Yetta Stromberg, then 
19 years old, born in Cleveland, 


O., of Russian immigrant parents, 
was in charge of a summer camp 
of 40 children between the ages 
of 10 and 15 near Yucaipa, San 
Bernardino County, Cal. 

Each morning the red flag of 
Soviet Russia was saluted by the 
children who pledged “allegiance 
to the workers’ red flag and to the 
cause for which it stands; one aim 
throughout our lives; freedom for 
the working class.’ 

Miss Stromberg was arrested and 

a large quantity of literature was 
seized. She was tried and convict- 
ed of violating the red flag law. 

John Beardsley, counse] for Miss 
Stromberg, directed his attack yes- 
terday particularly against the in- 
struction given to the jury by the 
trial court. 

Right to Oppose Government. 

He insisted that opposition to or- 
ganized Government could not be 
!'made a felony, asserting citizens 
had the constitutional right to op- 
pose organized government. 

Deputy Attorney-General John 
D. Richer of California, argued for 
the State, insisting that California 
could prohibit the exhibition of a 
red flag as “opposition to organized 
Government.” He read extracts 
from the communist IHIiterature 
seized to support his argument that 
it was of the most violent type and 
advocated the overthrow of the 
Government by force and other i]- 
legal means. 

Counsel for Miss Stromberg in- 
sisted she had never taught any of 
the literature to the children. Her 
attorney explained that the red flag 
of soviet Russia was the emblem of 
the Communist party in this coun- 
try, legally organized for political 
purposes which had the right to a 
symbol. 

Suggestion of Hughes, 

Chief Justice Hughes suggested 
that opposition to organized gov- 
ernment did not of itself necessari- 
ly constitute an unconstitutional act 
but could under certain circum- 
stances be legal. 

Richer contended, with the sup- 
port of some members of the 
court, that it had been fully es- 
tablished at the trial that the op- 
position to organized Government 
for which the red flag of Soviet 
Russia stood as an emblem of the 
Communist party was its overthrow 
by force. 

He insisted Miss Stromberg was 
guilty, by circumstantial evidence 
furnished by the communist litera- 
ture, of using the red flag for se- 
ditious and anarchistic purposes. 

Should the court hold the prohi- 
bition against opposition to organ- 
ized Government was too broad, 
Richer urged the court: to permit 
the conviction to stand on the 
ground she had been guilty of an- 
archistic action and seditious prop- 
aganda.
